How many persons in Ireland can ride 
bicycles? But, perhaps, the easier 
uestion would be how many people in 
reland cannot ride bicyles? Surely. they 
must be in the minority, for, at some 
time or another, everybody learns to ride 
a “ bike.” 

One's early experiences with bicycles 
used to be concerned with questions in 
the arithmetic class at school. You know 
the sort of thing. A bicycle wheel is x 
inches in diameter; how many times -will 
the wheel revolve in travelling five miles } 
The answer, as far as one who has long 
since left school can remember, is some- 
thing to do with “pi” (even’ modern 
typewriters do not rise to the heights of 
the proper sign), multiplied by the 
diameter and divided into five miles: Not 
a very pleasant introduction: to cycling, 
anyway. 


To-day things are different. Almost as

them. Later they graduate to a slightly 
larger bicycle, and then, usually if they 
pass some examination or other, their 
fond parents present them with a bicycle, 
not only of regulation size, but with

THE GREAT DEMAND © 


Why is it then that, after being so 
keen on cycling when young, one is in- 
clined to drop it off in later years! 
Nobody seems to know the answer, except, 


maybe, that motor cars require less effort 


i or one has not the energy to go for a spin 


| after. work. 


Since the Dublin transport 
strike, however, many people have returned 
to the days of their youth, and from 
cellars and attics bicycles have been 
brought out and put into service again, 

Other people have invested in new 
cycles, and the leading firms in town 
indicate that there has been a steadv 
increase in the number of bicycles sold 
during the past few months. And this 
sale is not entirely attributable to tbe 
strike. 

People are beginning to realise the im- 
portance of cycling’ for health. A year 
or so ago one could walk into the country 
from the city within a few minutes. Now 
new suburbs have sprung up all around 
the boundaries of cities and towns in 
Ireland, and, no matter how necessary 
these recently-built houses may be, there 
is no doubt that they are very uninspiring 
to the person who sets out from his home 
to go for a stroll in the country, 

With a bicycle, however, one can run 
through suburbia in a few misetes out 
into the open country. At the same time, 
the rider gets the healthiest form of 
exercise at the minimum of expense. 


GOOD FOR THE NERVES 


Cycling gives a soothing effect to the 
nerves, besides building up the vitality 
and stamina so necessary to modern life. 
You may say it is easier to get to the 
country by car and then. go walking; 
but many of us cannot afford cars these 
days, and, in any case, where is the 
exercise in sitting in a motor car as com- 
pared with pedalling a bicycle along the 
roads. “Most motorists travel too fast and 
too far to appreciate the beauty of the 
scenery of the counties bordering on their 
own homes. It is always: “ How soon 
can we get to so-and-so.’’ What they do 
when they get there does not matter; they 
usually have tea in some hotel or other 
and then drive straight back to town. It 
is really much more fun to travel by 
cycle. 


PERFECT ROADS 


One starts making plans for a nice long 
run a few days before the “ appointed 
day.” The matter is discussed with fellow- 
cyclists, and then one sets off. The roads

Before another year is out these 
bodies will have become much stronger, 
and may be able to influence legislation 
concerning the roads and road-users in the 
same way as the motoring organisations,

speed up development. This Association 
has been running about nine months, but 
it is well on the way to having a 100 per

MOTOR DANGER BOGEY 
Many people who had given up riding 


bicycles for years on account of the 
‘danger’? of motor cars on the road 
have gone awheel again since the Dublin 
strike started; and, to-their surprise, have 
found that the “ danger ” principally 
existed in their own imaginations. There 
are, .of course, . motorists who are 
dangerous, just as: there are careless 
cyclists who are a danger to themselves 
as well as to everybody else on the road. 
But the majority of motorists are con- 
siderate for other users of the country’s 
highways, and the cyclist can go where he 
pleases with perfect safety. 


Frequently there are cases in the 
District Courts of cyclists who ride 
bicycles without lamps or _ reflectors. 


Small fines are imposed, and “there the 
matter ends. But the good cyclists will 
never be seen in one of these courts. He 
has consideration not only for himself, 
but for other people, and, therefore, 
carries both lamp and reflector. These 
accessories cost very little, but they may 
result in saving a lot of inconvenience, 
and, perhaps, your life, 


HOSTELS 


We have mentioned cycling clubs, but 
there is another body that is very useful 
to cyclists. It is An Oige. This organisa- 
tion has established hostels in several 
parts of the country, and there cyclists 
who are members can obtain a night's 
lodging and facilities for cooking food very 
cheaply—thus helping to make a cycling 
holiday in Ireland a particularly 
economical, as well as entertaining, affair. 
Incidentally the year book of An Oige 
contains a number of articles of interest 
to the touring cyclists, together with out- 
lines of a number of tours in various parts 
of the country, i 

To-day many bicycles are assembled in 
the Irish Free State, and the purchaser 
of a new machine has a very wide range 
to select his mount from. Hée should, 
however, be careful to make his purchase 
from a dealer of repute, 

During ‘‘ Bicycle Week’’ we shall get 
some idea of the numerical strength of 
cyclists in the Free State. It is claimed 
that there are at least three-quarters of a 
million of them—how long will it be before 
the million mark is reached? After. all, 
cycling is, without doubt, the cheapest 
and the healthiest form of transport, so 
why not try and pass the “ million cyclists 
in the Free State ’’ mark before the end of 
the week. A concerted drive such as that 
organised for this week is undoubtedly the 
thing to do it. :

T is seldom that one comes across & 
yachtsman who admits to a certain 
degree of incompetence: usually the ship 
is to blame, or else the crew.

For that reason, I make haste to’ 
abandon it, and to ponder, instead, another 
matter connected with the critical outlook 
of the daily newspaper and the weekly.

In Search of History. By Vincent Shean, 
London: Hamish Hamilton, 12/6 net. 


EADERS of the Irish Times may 
remember Mr; Vincent Shean’s vivid 
despatches from the Riff some years ago 
when Abd el-Krim was defying success- 
fully the might of Primo de Rivera's 
legions in Morocco, This young man is 
anything but the orthodox type of 
American “' go-getting’’ journalist; and 
his book is one of the most remarkable 
autobiographies that have appeared in 
recent times. : 

An indolent and not very successful 
student at Chicago University, Mr. Shean 
—who, as he says, has the map of Ireland 
on his face— made his first mistake when 
he joined inadvertently aj, Jewish 
fratertiity ; and he quickly found himself 
in rebellion against the social system, He 
then became. a reporter on a New York 
newspaper, but tired of the United States 
and set out for Europe. In Paris he got 
into touch with newspaper circles, and 
one day found himself accredited as a 
Special Correspondent, 


In the Riff 


His adventures in various parts of 
ciurope make fascinating reading. He has 
a great deal of sensible things to say about 
the Ruhr and the multitudinous con- 
ferences of one kind and another that were 
being held in the exciting days; but it is 
not until Mr. Shean goes to the Riff 
that we get a real idea of his reporting 
abilities. He went twice through the 
Spanish lines to visit Abd el-Krim on his 
native heath, and formed a very high 
opinion of that doughty  warrior’s 
qualities, both as a soldier and as a man, 


bombardment of the Riffian headquarters 
is a splendid piece of descriptive writing. 
For money, as such, Mr. Shean 
obviously cares nothing, and the result 
has been that he often has found himself 
penniless, But little things like that 
never seem to worry him. When he has 
become tired of one job he promptly gets 
another—that is how, for example, he 
managed to be in China during the 
Hankow troubles; and this riod of 
his experiences gives us the most 
interesting chapters in his book. He has 
boundless admiration for the Chinese 
revolutionaries, and particularly for 
Madame Sun Yat-sen, of whom he 
gives a highly alluring description. 
While in China, indeed, he seems to have 
changed his entire philosophy of life.’ The 
credit for this metamorphosis belongs not 
so much to the Chinese themselves as 
to the brilliant Russian, Borodin, who 
was the driving force of the revolution, 
and to a young American Jewess who 


Mr. Shean’s sympathies became Com- 
munist—not in the sense in which this 
term is used in these islands, but in its 
broader sense of a definite JWeltan- 
schauung. ‘Take the long view.” 
Borodin advised him; and the long view 
led him to the conviction that the present 
organisation of society is completely

Instead, however, he sought refuge from 
his doubts not only at home in the United 
States, but also in an English country 
house. where the Conservative tradition of 
centuries made a deep impression on him. 
From the United States he went to Pales- 
tine, having become interested in the 
Zionist movement, and having received an 
assignment from a Zionist organisation in 
New York to write some articles on what 
was happening in the Holy Land. A few 
weeks in Palestine cured him of any 
Zionist leanings that he might have had, 
He resigned his contract with his Ameri- 
can employers and became fiercely anti- 
Zionist, siding entirely with the Arabs, 
He gives an exciting description of the 
famous riots that took place in Jerusalem 
over the Jewish rites at the Wailing Wall, 
and in some respects this portion of his 
book is the most interesting. Whether 
the reader wants exciting action, however, 
or to study the workings of a deeply in- 
tellectual mind, Mr. Shean’s book can be 
recommended heartily, It is a first-rate 
piece of work.

Road Safety for Children 


A Committee. of experts rom the 
National Union of Teachers gave evidence 
to-day before the Committee on R 
Safety among School Children. It was 
pointed out that children ought not to be 
made apprehensive about road dangers, 
and that a child who is accustomed to a 
bicycle from an early age has a far better 
road sense than one who does not learn to 
ride until he has reached his ‘teens. 
Children should be prohibited from carry- 
ing bulky parcels on bicycles which tend 
to upset the balance of the machine, v hile 
police should stop more frequently boys 
who are “ scorching,’’ riding recklessly, or 
behaving foolishly on a bicycle. The use 
of the film for teaching ‘* safety first 
should be extended to children. It was re- 
commended that there should not be safety 
devices -for ‘road-crossing operated by 
children, instead of a competent pérson. 


‘* King George's Jubilee Forest “ 


The King, who visited Palestine as á 
young Prince in 1882, has consented to the 
i proposal of British Jewry that, in grati- 
tude to His Majesty, and to mark the 
Jubilee, a forest shall be planted in the 
Holy Land, to bear his namée—King 
George’s Jubilee Forest.’ Re-afforestation 
has been one of the chief concerns of the 
British Administration in Palestine; for 
the Turks, when in occupation of the land 
largely demuded it of timber. .Millinas á 
trees have been planted in the countr 
since the War. For much of this benefi- 
cent work of re-afforestation the Zionists 
have been responsible. They have planted 
eucalyptus trees extensively in their fight 
with malaria in the swampy plains; in 
addition to such trees as the pine, the fir, 
the maple and the sycamore. Already they 
have to their credit a large plantation 
known as the Balfour Forest, so named in 
honour of Lord Balfour. The forest to 
which the King is lending his name wil] 
be planted on the bare hills near Nazareth. 


Broadcasting Offenders 


A special conference of the Inter- 
national Broadcasting Union will be called 
shortly to deal with the question of propa- 
anda broadcast by certain European 
owers. The main offenders are Russia, 
Germany and Italy. Russia has the excuse 
that she was not a party. to the inter- 
national radio agreement, when certain 
countries undertook not to broadcast 
propaganda to listeners in other countries 
in their own lan , but both Italy 
and Germany signed that agreement. Tho 
broadcasts from Germany on the sort 
waves are certainly breaches of the agree- 
ment, while Italy broadcasts a programme 
of Fascist news nearly every eveting in 
English. Luxembourg, being only a few 
miles from the French and German 
frontiers, has been coveted by both 
countries for propaganda use, and recently 
broadcast news about the Hitler régime 
which provoked such an outburst that

In the first place, the. union officials 
would not agree to recommend acceptance 
oí the document if they consented to 
submit it to the rank and files In the 
second place, the document, they say, was 
placed bhás them as a final settlement. 
In the official view the question of security 
of employment was not mentiqned in the 
document, and certain grades of men 
would reap no benefit from its proposals. 

Despite. the temporary set-back, how- 
ever, trade union circles do not despair of 
a hopeful turn of events in the near future.

Garbéed in uniforms, consisting for the 


shirts; with red arm bands, the rebel 
forces filtered into the towns and set up a 
minor reign of terror before seizing con- 
trol. They invaded homes, halted traffic 
and cut communication lines. 

There was little evidence of discipline 
in the rebel army. According to reports 
from the captured towns the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel was being sold for five 
dollars. 

The worst fighting occurred at Cabayao, 
Province of Laguna, where the streets 
were littered with dead and wounded this 
morning after a night battle between Sak- 
dalistas and Constabulary. Forty-seven of 
the rebels were killed and many, wounded 
when they made a desperate attack on 
the Constabulary. i 

The entire province was ranged by mobs 
of uncontrolled armed peasants.

Almost at the moment when Mr. Mac- 
donald was making his speech in the 
House of Commons, proceeds The Times, 
General Goering was making one in 
Berlin, and it must be agreed that the 
Nazi Air Minister met in a very satis- 
factory manner one of the British Prime 
Minister’s most important points. Mr. 
Macdonald threw out the suggestion that 
the proposed Western Air Convention 
ought to have as corollary’ an 
agreement as tostrengths. The German 
Air Minister, according to our Berlin 
Correspondent, repeated several times 
the readiness of Germany to throw 
her Air Force into the scales for defensive 
purposes.

Profits 
were limited only by the number of hogs 
the farmer could not produce. The 
original hog breeder did not raise 400 hogs 
for 1,000 dollars ; but he believed that he 
could increase this to 2,000, if given time. 
His profit accordingly would be 5,000 
dollars. All this was & propos of-a 
previous remark of Deputy Smith’s about 
driving people -out of production. 
Deputy Smith, in general, had a dis 
appointing morning. Deputy Dillon 
brought up the invitation proffered by 
Deputy Smith on Wednesday, to,‘‘ knock 
the baby face off him,” “him” being 
Deputy Dillon. Deputy Dillon thought it 
would be better if Deputy Smith had a few 
serious talks with his constituents and 
concentrated less on knocking off the 
heads of his colleagues. Deputy Smith 
thought little or nothing of the suggestion..

WHAT THE ARMY MISSED 


Southcote Randal Barnard Campbell 
Mansergh, to give his full name, was in his 
seventy-eighth year, having been born jn 
December, 1857. He was the son of the late 
Colonel John Craven Mansergh, of Cork and 
Tipperary, and was educated at. Hoddesdon 
Grammar School. He studied first for the 
Army, but failed to pasa. For a year he 
studied civil engineering with the old Midland 
Railway Company of ‘freland, and then 
turned to stockbroking.

son in the various centres visited. His suc- 
cess frem the~ artistic, as” well as from the 
financial, point of view gave the lie to those 
who held that a great fund was necessary 
for operatic production, ard that without it 
they could not succeed.

PRISONERS’ STATEMENTS 
Superintendent J. H, Reynolds, Baltinglass, 


yoiuntary statements. — 

' Mr. Bourke submitted that the statements 
were {nadmissible. unless the Court was satis- 
fied they were free and voluntary statements, 
made without. any threat, inducement or 
promise being made to the persons involved. 
The onus was on the prosecution to show that 
the statements were voluntary. 

“JT am stating definitely and with full 
responsibility that the statements of the 
prisoners have been obtained by a series of 
false presences, threats, . inducements, and 
promises by the Guards,' said Mr, Bourke. 
The President said that the Tribunal would 
not for the time allow the statements in 
evidence. 

Guard W. Murphy. Killorglin, testified that 
on December 29th, Clifford told him he would 
like to muke a clean breast of the case, and 
the witness then brought him to Sergeant 
Whelan. ; 
Crosá-examined; the witness said that he 
knew Clifford's brother was a sergeant in 
the Guards. He denied having told Clifford 
that he would be brought before the Tribunal. 
Sergeant Whelan, Killarney, said that 
Clifford told him: “You have one wrong 
man. Martin Quirke is not in the job,” and, 
after being cautioned, the prisoner said: “Il 
have considered the whole thing and I am 
anxious to tell the truth.” The “witness then 
took a statement from Clifford. 

Mr. McEnery said that apart from the 
statements, the admissibility of which had to 
be decided, this closed the State case. On the 
question of their admissibility, 
Patrick Clifford was called. He said that 
Guard Murphy told him that he should tell 
every damned thing he knew, otherwise, he 
would be brought before the Tribunal. He 
would get six months in jail; be brought up 
again, and given twelve months. Guard 
Murphy also told him that if he was tried 
by the Tribunal his brother would be dis- 
missed from the Guards. 

The other prisoners also gave evidence that 
they made statements in fear of being brought 
before the Tribunal, and in fear of Clifford’s 
brather losing his police job if they" went 
before the Tribunal. '

Defending counsel commented; ‘‘ There is 
from beginning to end no suggestion that 
direct harm was intended to Murphy.” 
Superintendent Reynolds testified that the 
prisoners’ characters were good, and testi- 
monials from their parish priest were 
handed in. 

The Tribunal ordered Patrick Clifford to 
serve eighteen months’ imprisonment, Sulli- 
van six. months, and Michael Quirke six 
months, .uvt to be enforced if he entered 
into recognisances; and Martin Quirke was 
ordered to enter into recognisances, or, in 
default; serve three mouths in jail.
